Rozenboim et al. studied the role of artificial light stimulation during embryonic 
< development and found that in ovo photostimulation caused acceleration in embryo development 
and early hatch (Rozenboim et al., Poultry Science, 78, 135-138 (1975); Poultry Science, 54, 
1415-1421 (1975); and Poultry Science, 55, 2483-2485 (1976)). Advanced hatching was found 
in embryos photostimulated with white light, which appeared to be due to an increase in egg 
temperature (for details see Romanoff, Avian Embryo: structural and functional development. 
MacMillan, New York ( I960)). In a preliminary setup we found that photostimulation of egg for
